A  Brief  Account  of  some  of  the  Descendants  of  Wm.  Johnson,  who  set- 
tled in  Charlestown  in  J634,  and  of  his  son  Jonathan  Johnson,  who 
settled  at  Marlborough,  Mass.,  as  early  as  1662.  Compiled  by  Cyrus 
Felton;  including  about  all  the  Johnsons  that  haye  resided  at  Soutn- 
borough. 


William  Johnson,  (1)  aged  32  years,  let' 
London  in  1634,  for  America:  lie  settled  in 
Charlestown,  Mass.,  where  he  had  thiee 
and  one  half  acres  of  land  laid  out  to  him 
the  same  year,  in  1034.  He  and  his  wife 
Elizabeth  were  admitted  to  tbe  church  in 
Charles  town  the  next  year,   in  1035. 

He  was  made  freeman  the  same  year,  in 
March,  1C35. 

His  will  is  dated  December  7,  1077: 
proved  in  April,  1078;  of  course  died  iu  the 
interval,  au'ed  70  years. 

He   names   his   seven  children    and   one , 
irand  daughter,  Elizabeth  Bacon  (3).    Sup- 
pose his  widow.  Elizabeth   Jobnson,   died  ' 
about  16S6.
